OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


At a meeting of the district on the 14th of March, 1893, W. F. 
Pinkham was chosen a member of the School Board for three years. 

March 14th the School Board organized, with Frank O, Lam- 
son, president; William F. Pinkham, treasurer; William H. Stin- 
son; secretary. 


CENTER DISTRICT. 


Miss Helen E. Hood, a graduate of Bridgewater Normal School, 
has taught this school for the last three years. Miss Hood is a 
teacher of superior qualifications, especially adapted to the teaching 
of small scholars, to which the appearance of her school bore ample 
testimony. Failing health and strength made it extremely difficult 
for her to maintain the high standard of the past two years, yet a 
good degree of success was obtained. 


SOUTH DISTRICT. 


The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Fannie L. 
Carlton, of Mont Vernon. Miss Carlton is one of our finest teach- 
ers, and to place a school in her care is to insure its success. 

The fall and winter terms were in care of Miss May C. Mc- 
Donough. Miss McDonough came to this school without previous 
experience, but proved at once by the orderly appearance and studi- 
ous manner of the school that she had made no mistake in choosing 
teaching as her avocation. 


WEST DISTRICT. 


This school was under the care of Miss Grace H. Smith, of 
Mont Vernon, for the entire year. Miss Smith is a young teacher of 
much promise, thoroughly in earnest in her work, laboring faith- 
fully tc interest her pupils in their studies. Her school, although 
small, was very interesting. 
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EAST DISTRICT. 


This school was in care of Miss M. Susie Kendall for the entire 
year. Miss Kendall is a teacher of several years experience in this 
and other schools. Miss Kendall’s school was small and the attend- 
ance, owing to unavoidable circumstances, irregular, yet she labored 
faithfully to interest her scholars in their studies, aud we were 
pleased to note that her pupils had made good progress in their 
studies.
